The adm inistration has indicated its 
concern and New York pa liers have given a good deaf of space to 
a discussion of the issues involved in the prim ary election. 
The 
main issue that faces republicans is the choice of a candidate who 
is strong enough to carry the standard of his party to victory in 
the election in July. 
Because it may be true that the election has become a com­ 
monplace m atter in Minnesota’s affairs, and through a certain 
feeling that there are too many candidates after this high o f f ic e , 
many voters may stay away firm the polls. 
They may be con­ 
vinced that the candidate they favor is sure of nomination with­ 
out their votes. Feelings of this kind are not an excuse for failing 
to vote. The suffrage is a privilege, but it is also a responsibility 
and only those who are indifferent to the problems of contempo­ 
rary life and legislative power will fail to enter the polling booth 
before the closing hour. 
The right to vote was won at great cost and in the United 
,-rates where the votes of the people decide representation, the 
people have it in their power to choose their representatives. 
Those who fail to register their votes are without the right to 
criticize either the personnel or the decisions of those who u n ­ 
chosen by the People’s will. Those who refuse to take the trouble 
to vote do not appreciate their privilege.

machinery used in production is roughly two and one-half timer, 
more up to date. 
In presenting these fact a to the workers of England, the' 
speaker s night to impress upon English workers the need < ! in­ 
creasing production and demanding that machinery be brought 
up to the highest possible standard so that production might be 
facilitated, 
He suggested that in tile United States labor has 
adopted the wise slogan that production must be brought lo the 
highest point because it ministers to the comfort of the American 
people. 
Produel ion in the United States at this time is at one of 
the highest peaks of industrial h i s t o r y and that despite the fact 
that exports have been steadily tailing. 
The inevitable result of 
decreased exportation is an increase in goods for home consump­ 
tion. 
Large production represents high wages and high wages 
make possible large consumption and the circle is complete. 
The slowing up of labor following the w ar has not been for 
the highest good of labor itself. This, leaders of labor In England 
fiave begun to emphasize. 
’I hey are challenging employers to 
modernize their tools and machinery and they are calling upon 
labor to produce all they can with the equipment provided. 
Com* 
mon sense set ms to be asserting itself again in England as is has 
already asserted itself in this country, and in this there is promise 
of better times for those who make and consume the products of 
the industries that are the source of life to millions in this indus­ 
trial age.

The right to vote was won at great cost and in the United 
states where the votes of the people decide representation, the 
people have it in their power to choose their representatives. 
Those who fail to register their votes are without the right to 
criticize either the personnel or the decisions of those who are 
chosen by the people’s will. Those who refuse to take the trouble 
to vote do not appreciate their privilege.

AN English representative of labor has been talking about 
conditions in his country and conditions in the United States. 
His summary of these makes it. clear that the United States is not 
such a bad place to live in after all. 
Production in this country 
is two and one-half times that of England, wages are two and 
one-half times higher than those of English workers, and the 
machinery used in production is roughly two and one-half limes 
more up to date. 
In presenting these facts to the workers of England, the 
speaker sought to impress upon English workers tile need of in­ 
creasing production and demanding that machinery bi* brought 
up to the highest possible standard so that production might bi 
facilitated. 
He suggested that in the United States labor has 
adopted the wise slogan that production must be brought to the 
highest point because it ministers to the comfort of I iii1 American 
people. Production in the United States at this time is at one of 
the highest peaks of industrial history and that despite the fact 
that exports have been steadily falling. 
The inevitable result of 
decreased exportation is an increase in goods for home consump­ 
tion. 
Large production represents high wages and high wages 
make possible large consumption and the circle is complete. 
The slowing up of labor following the war has not been for 
the highest good of labor itself. This, leaders of labor in England 
have begun to emphasize. 
They are challenging employers to 
modernize their tools and machinery and they are calling upon 
labor to produce all they can with the equipment provided. Com­ 
mon sense seems to be asserting itself again in England as it has 
already asserted itself in this country, and in this there is promise 
of better times for those who make and consume the products of 
the industries that are the source of life to millions in this indus­ 
trial age.

THE NORTHWEST PAPER CO. 


By R. Kknm th Evans 


One of the largest industries in the county and Indeed in 
this section of the state is located at Brainerd in The North­ 
west Paper company plant. Because of its location at the city 
limits, few visitors or even residents of this city, for that mat­ 
ter. realize its importance or the big part it plays in the in­ 
dustrial life of Brainerd. 


Constructed by The Northwest Paper company in 1915- 
lf> tin mill actually began producing on April 17, i D17. 
The 
plani is large and modern and is constructed on the most ap­ 
proved principles for efficient production and safety and san­ 
itation for the employees. It is formed of a series of six build­ 
ings. .ach of which has its distinct part in the operation of 
manufacturing paper. 


The plant coffers an area of 13 acres and surprises the 
casual visitor with the scrupulous cleanliness of both the in­ 
teriors of the various buildings and the grounds whereon they 
are located, such cleanliness not usually being associated in 
the public mind with the average industrial plant. 


Ab,nit fifty per cent of the' logs used in the manufacture 
of paper by the mill is cut on the banks of the upper Missis­ 
sippi river among the spruce forests there and floated down the 
river to the mill. Several miles of “floatage” right up the river 
from tin* plant are developed by The Northwest Paper com­ 
pany. This entire distance is “boomed off”. 
During the log­ 
ging season the company maintains steam and other power 
boats along this area and the men handling the logs coming 
down the river, eat and sleep in them. 


The mill equipment is as modern as can be found in any 
plant of this kind in the country. The entire plant is protect­ 
ed from lire by means of an underground water system. 
Pres­ 
sure is supplied this system by a 1,000 gallon Fairbanks-Morse 
fin1 pump with I IO pounds of steam at the throttle at all times, 
which can he put into operation by simply opening the throt­ 
tle. 
For further protection the campany has a 60.000 gallon 
stand tower which is connected with a by-pass to the main 
water line underground and if anything should go wrong with 
the pump the by-pass is automatically opened and the stand 
tower'furnish* s the same pressure as does the lire pump. The 
by-pass shuts cir automatically when the pump again starts. 


The w ater power which operates the machinery of I he mill 
is received from the dam built across the Mississippi river. 
I he dam is 200 feet wide with a twenty foot head and it drives 
ti I! turbines. Two of these turbines are used to drive gener­ 
ators and the other eight each run a grinding machine. 


The two large generators mentioned above each have a 
Capacity of 750 KW per hour. 
The entire plant is furnished 
with power and light by these generators with tho exception 
of the big paper machine which is driven by a steam engine. 
I he city ol Brainerd and the entire C ny in in range is connected 
directly with this source of power and in ease of emergency 
could be furnished with electric current from the plant. 


The large na per machine is one of the latest of its type 
and produces C50 feet of finishod paper every minute. 
The 
great productive power of this machine is better realized when 
it is stated thai if run every twenty-four hours for the full 
365 days of the year, enough paper would be produced to form 
a continuous strip twenty-five feet wide of a length approxi­ 
mately equal to the distance around the w'orld. 
Because of its location and the large volume of repairs 
and machine work necessary in the operation of such a plant 
the company maintains its own machine shops, complete in 
* vol> particular. 
It is equipped with lathes, drill presses and 
everything that is usually found in an up-to-date machine shop. 
All of the machine work that is required in the pl a ti t is han­ 
dled bv this shop. 
A completely equipped blacksmith shop is 
also maintained. 


ri he company employs on the avenage throughout the 
year about 125 men, but during the logging season this num­ 
ber is increased to a maximum of 175. 


This plant manufactures news print paper exclusively and 
its product enjoys a wide distribution throughout the central 
and western states. 
Approximately 12,900 tons of imp'-r is 
manufactured and sold each year by this company. 
For the 
year 1922 these sales were distributed among the following 
states: Minnesota, 4,537 tons; Wisconsin, 50® tons; South 
Dakota, 558 tons; Nebraska, 2,305 tons; Missouri, 331 tons;

One of the largest industries in tile county and indeed in 
this section of the state is located at Brainerd in The North­ 
west Paper company plant. 
Because of its location at the city 
limits, few visitors or even residents of this city, for that m at­ 
ter, realize its importance or the big part it plays in the in­ 
dustrial life of Brainerd. 


Constructed by The Northwest Paper company in 1915- 
lb the mill actually began producing on April 17, iD17. 
The 
plant is large and modern and is constructed on the most ap­ 
proved principles for ellicient production and safety and san­ 
itation for the employees. It is formed of a series of six build­ 
ings, each of which has its distinct part in the operation of 
man u fact u ri ng pa per. 


The plant covers an area of 13 acres and surprises the 
casual visitor with the scrupulous cleanliness of both the in­ 
teriors of the various buildings and the grounds whereon they 
are located, such cleanliness not usually tieing associated in 
the public mind with the average industrial plant. 


About fifty per cent of tho logs used in the manufacture 
of paper by the mill is cut on the hanks of the upper M i s s i s ­ 
sippi river among tile spruce forests there and floated down the 
river to tile mill. Several miles of “ floatage” right up the river 
from the plant are developed by The Northwest Paper com­ 
pany. 
This entire distance is "boomed off”. 
During the log­ 
ging season the company maintains steam and other power 
boats along this arca and the men handling the logs coming 
down the river, eat and sleep in them. 


The mill equipment is as modern as can be found in any 
plant of this kind in the country. The entire plant is protect­ 
ed from lire by means of an underground water system. Pres­ 
sure is supplied this system by a 1,000 gallon Fairbanks-Morse 
fire pump with MO pounds of steam at the throttle at all times, 
which can he put into operation by simply opening the throt­ 
tle. 
For further protection the company has a 50,000 gallon 
stand tower which is connected with a by-pass to the main 
water line underground and if anything should go wrong with 
the pump the by-pass is automatically opened and the stand 
tower furnishes the same pressure as does the lire pump. The 
by-pass shuts off automatically when the pump again starts. 


The water power which operates the machinery of the mill 
is received from the dam built across the Mississippi river. 
The darn is 200 feet wide with a twenty foot head and it drives 
ten turbines. 
Two of these turbines are used to drive gener­ 
ators and tile other eight each run a grinding machine. 


The two large generators mentioned above each have a 
capacity of 750 KW per hour. 
The entire plant is furnished 
with power and light by these generators with the exception 
of the big paper machine which is driven by a steam engine*. 
The city of Brainerd and the entire Cuyuna range is connected 
directly with this source of power and in case of emergency 
could be furnished with electric current from the plant. 


The large paper machine is one of the latest ofldsT ypo 
and produces 050 feet of finished paper every minute. 
The 
great productive power of this machine is better realized when 
it is stated that if run every twenty-four hours for the full 
365 days of the year, enough paper would be produced to form 
a continuous strip twenty-five feet wide of a length approxi­ 
mately equal to the distance around the world. 
Because of its location and the large volume of repairs 
and machine work necessary in the operation of such a plant, 
the company maintains its own machine shops, complete in 
every particular. 
It is equipped with lathes, drill presses and 
everything that is usually found in an up-to-date machine shop. 
All of the machine work that is required in the plant is han­ 
dled by this shop. 
A completely equipped blacksmith shop is 
also maintained. 


The company employs on the average throughout tin* 
year about 125 men, but during the logging season this num­ 
ber is increased to a maximum of 175. 


This plant manufactures news print paper exclusively and 
its product enjoys a wide distribution throughout the central 
and western states. 
Approximately 12,900 tons of paper is 
manufactured and sold each year by this company. 
For the
